As we undergo the worst 
attacks in our history on our 
jobs and working conditions, 
FBU representatives from 
every fire and rescue service 
in the UK met in Westminster 
on 29 November to develop 
the campaign to defend our 
profession and our service. 
They then went on to lobby 
their MPs. 

Weakened and 
undermined by years of 
fragmentation, the fire and 
rescue service is now seeing 
a free-for-all in terms of how 
local services are delivered. 
Citizens cannot accurately 
judge the quality of a service 
delivered by one fire and 
rescue service (FRS) against 
that delivered by another. 

Local standards for each 
FRS, each with a different, 
locally based, integrated risk 
management plan (IRMP), 
mean that every chief fire 
officer can make completely 
different recommendations 
about how to deal with 
similar or identical risks. 

This has led to a growing 
variation in how we respond 
to different types of incident 
or how we crew fire engines. 

DISASTROUS CONSEQUENCES 

There are even differences 
between services about what 
is meant by a “fire engine”. 

For the past decade 
individual services have 
developed and bought 
their own vehicles, to a 
standard which they have 
set themselves. 

There have been some 
disastrous consequences of 
such “freedoms” such as 
combined aerial rescue pumps 
(CARPs). Manufacturers 
have used this opportunity 
to make lots of money from 


council tax payers, and much 
of it has ended up being 
totally wasted. 

This problem stems from 
two main sources. 

First, the standards and 
structures which protected 
our service for many years 
were abolished after 2004, 
leading to an obsession with 
“localism” and a free-for-all 
on many issues. 

Second, the unprecedented 
financial cuts since 2010 
have put fire services in the 
worst of all possible worlds. 
They are forcing through cuts 
having previously seen all 
national standards abolished, 
and the result is becoming a 
downward spiral. 

The UK fire service which 
was developed in the wake of 
the Second World War was, 
in many ways, a world leader, 
a service of which every 
firefighter could be proud. 

Fragmentation and 


cost-saving attacks are the 
twin threats undermining 
more than just our service 
but the profession of 
firefighting itself. 

As we pointed out on 29 
November, this deterioration 
has led to situations such as 
that where the Manchester 
coroner who led the inquest 
into the death of Stephen 
Hunt identified a series 
of failings. 

FAILINGS ARE NOT NEW 

But these failings are not new. 
As our report on the inquest 
carefully sets out, many of 
the “lessons” were learned 
and identified many years 
ago. Disgracefully, they have 
not been universally applied. 

Our answer to this crisis 
is twofold. 

First, there must be a 
serious debate about the 
standards needed for our 
service. Second, we need an 


end to the financial vandalism 
that is being inflicted on our 
fire and rescue service. 

We have said it thousands 
of times and we will carry 
on saying it until it happens: 
we need investment, not 
more cuts. 

We want the most modern 
guidance, training and 
equipment. We need it, and 
the public we serve deserve it. 

We must have procedures 
which allow us to do our job 
safely and effectively, and 
we need adequate resources 
to enable every fire and 
rescue service to deliver 
those standards. 

That is why we went to 
parliament on 29 November. 
We know we can win the 
argument. Our case is 
beyond doubt. 

We will not let up on our 
campaign to defend our 
service, our profession and 
the public.

LOBBY TO SAVE A SERVICE 
G0IN6 BACKWARDS 


PROFESSIONAL STANDARDS 


Three hundred representatives of the 
FBU visited Westminster last month 
to campaign for greater professional 
standards in the fire and rescue service to 
better protect firefighters. 

The lobby of parliament came after 
the union published a report {right) on 
the death of Manchester firefighter 
Stephen Hunt who died in 2013 
while responding to a fire at a hair 
products store. 

His death was found to be completely 
avoidable. Firefighters spent the 
afternoon speaking to and lobbying 
their MPs from across the political 
spectrum, raising their concerns and 
demanding action. 

At a meeting before the lobby, 
shadow chancellor John McDonnell 
urged members to make sure their MPs 
understood the impact of fire and rescue 


service cuts on firefighter safety. 

He said: “We have been here time 
and time again, and those MPs still went 
ahead and voted for cuts to the fire and 
rescue service. 

“Many firefighters, like Stephen 
Hunt, would be alive now if these 
MPs had said yes and listened to us at 
previous lobbies. 

“If we don’t get the message across 
today, we will be back here in a year or 
so when another one of our brothers or 
sisters dies.” 

Also on the platform was shadow 
trade unions minister Ian Lavery who 
branded the government “criminal” for 
axing 10,000 firefighter jobs, declaring 
health and safety the most important 
issue in the fire service today. 

Shadow environment secretary 
Rachael Maskell echoed concerns that 
the government’s handling of the fire 
and rescue service meant it was “going 


backwards, not forwards”. 

Matt Wrack, FBU general secretary, 
told the meeting that the fragmen- 
tation of the fire service, by successive 
governments, had been a retrograde step. 

He said: “All the things that had been 
built up since the 1940s to protect our 
service and to improve our service . . . 
delivered what was one of the finest fire 
services anywhere in the world. 

“After the abolition of those structures 
we’ve seen increasing fragmentation. We 
used to know what we meant by a ‘fire 
engine’ and we knew how many people 
could sit in one. 

“Now chief fire officers dream up 
their own ideas of what a fire engine is 
and how many can sit in it.”

RESILIENCE 


London would face serious problems in the 
event of a terror attack because more than 
half of its emergency workers 
cannot afford to live there. 

A report by Lord Toby 
Harris, commissioned 
by London mayor 
Sadiq Khan, found 
that this could 
cause serious 
problems if all 
personnel needed 
to be recalled. 

His report was 
published as three 
FBU members told 
Channel 4’s What 
Britain Earns that many 
of their colleagues cannot 
afford to live in the capital as 
a result of the cost of living and 
the government’s pay restraint. 

The Harris review suggested a possible 
remedy - give firefighters and other 


emergency service workers subsidised 
housing in the capital. 

Paul Embery, secretary of the FBU in 
London, said: “It is a national scandal 

that the majority of emergency 
services personnel cannot 
afford to live in the city 
they help protect. 

“The Harris report 
has made clear how 
difficult it would be 
for the London Fire 
Brigade to recall 
all the firefighters 
it needs to tackle 
major incidents. 
“We have 
firefighters 
commuting to work 
from as far away as 
Scotland because they 
cannot afford to live in 
the capital.” 

The report will now be 
considered by mayor Khan and a formal 
response published. 



FBU HELPS FORMER FIREFIGHTER WIN 
COMPENSATION FOR MESOTHELIOMA 


ASBESTOS 


A retired FBU member 
has been awarded a six 
figure sum in compen- 
sation after developing 
the asbestos-related 
disease mesothelioma. 

The 80-year-old worked 
as a firefighter between 1 959 
and 1989 when he would 
attend fires in buildings that 
contained asbestos. 

Once a fire had been put 
out, he would be required at 
times to pull down unsafe 
sections of the building and 
check the debris to make 
sure nothing was burning, 
which caused asbestos dust 
to be inhaled. 

It was years later when he 
noticed that he had an ache 


in his chest and developed 
breathing difficulties. His 
GP sent him for an X-ray, 
which discovered fluid on 
his lungs. The member 
was later diagnosed 
with mesothelioma. 

He contacted the 
FBU which instructed 
asbestos disease 
specialists, Thompsons 
Solicitors, to investigate a 
claim for compensation. 

The former firefighter, who 
wishes to remain anonymous, 
said: “I couldn’t believe it 
when my doctor told me I had 
mesothelioma. I’ve had to 
give up my hobbies, such as 
golf and model making, and 
I’m often too tired to walk. 

“Even though I haven’t 
worked for the fire brigade 


for several years, the FBU 
still made sure I was looked 
after. They provided me with 
advice and support when I 
needed it the most. 

“I urge any former 
firefighters who are suffering 
from chest problems like 
me to visit their doctor 
immediately and get in touch 
with their union for advice.” 

Dave Green, FBU national 
officer, said: “The FBU works 
hard to support its members, 
both working and retired, 
so that negligent employers 
are held accountable for 
their wrongdoing. 

“Cases like this need to 
be publicised so that these 
employers know what they 
will face if they don’t look 
after their personnel.”

TRUTOFUL POSTS, 
NOT POST-TRUTH

“The media is the most 
powerful entity on earth 
because they control the minds 
of the masses,” US black rights 
activist Malcolm X once said. 

Now the masses are fighting 
back, thanks to the social 
media revolution that allows 
them - us - to bypass the 
mainstream media (MSM), 
expose their hypocrisy and 
cover our own stories.

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MEMBERS' HEALTH 
CASH PLAN 

FBU members can now 
join a plan to cover 
healthcare costs including 
dental, optical and 
therapy treatments for 
as little as £5.78 a month, 
payable by direct debit or 
salary deduction. 

It is part of the union’s 
new membership benefits 
package, and some policies 
include access to a 24/7 GP 
consultation service, as well 
as a telephone helpline for 
stress, substance abuse, 
debt, family relationships 
and legal advice. 

The scheme, called 
Health4AII, also covers 
hearing aids and 
health screening. 

No medical is required 
for participation in the 
health cash plan, and 90% 
of eligible claims are settled 
within two days of receipt. 

“Gold” cover costs 
£18.50 a month and 
includes up to £150 towards 
dental bills, £250 towards 
diagnostic consultations 
and up to £500 towards 
therapy treatments such as 
physiotherapy, osteopathy 
and chiropractic treatments. 

Members can claim 
from the start date of the 
policy with the exception 
of maternity benefit, which 
is subject to a 10-month 
qualifying period. 

Anyone with an existing 
medical condition will 
have to wait two years 
before they are covered for 
hospital claims for the same 
or related conditions.

PAY OUTSOURCE OUTRAGE 


LINCOLNSHIRE 


Hundreds of firefighters 
in Lincolnshire have not 
received their correct wages 
more than 1 8 months 
after problems with a 
private outsourcing firm 
were identified. 

The county council in 
April 2015 awarded Serco a 
five-year contract to deliver 
services, including paying all 
its employees. 

Since then a catalogue of 
errors has meant the time 
leading up to payday has 
become a source of stress and 
anxiety for staff. 

Ben Selby, secretary of the 
FBU in Lincolnshire, said: “It 
is completely unacceptable 
that this situation hasn’t 
been sorted out. Both Serco 
and the council have been 


apologetic, but they are not 
taking the action needed to 
resolve the problems. In the 
meantime it’s our members 
who are suffering. 

“They’ve known about 
these problems for a year and 
a half. In that time they could 
have switched back to the 
old payroll system or found 
another company who could 
actually deliver what they 
promised. They chose to do 
nothing. It is a complete and 
utter mess.” 

The fiasco has also had 
a knock-on effect on the 
pensions of firefighters. As 
the wrong contributions are 
being made, the amount 
the pension is worth on 
retirement could be less than 
it should be. 

Equally affected are those 
who have been overpaid, as 


they are likely to be chased by 
HMRC to pay more tax for 
wages they did not earn. 

Firefighters who receive 
a reduced wage can apply 
for a hardship loan, but this 
can mean spending up to 
two hours on the phone with 
the council. 

What is even more galling 
is that the council has refused 
to pay compensation for the 
hardship and inconvenience 
caused, despite having 
received funds from Serco for 
failing to deliver the service as 
contractually agreed. 

An internal complaints 
review by the council 
concluded that firefighters 
should not be compensated. 
As a result, the local FBU 
has entered into a dispute 
with the employer and is 
considering its next move. 



IN BRIEF 

PENSION: LEGAL CHALLENGE UPDATE 

The FBU has submitted 24 large 
binders full of evidence to the courts 
for its legal challenge on behalf of 
members’ pensions. 

The union contends the transi- 
tional protection arrangements that 
the government introduced as part 
of the imposed 2015 Firefighters’ 
Pension Scheme are inadequate 
and discriminatory. 


The court has listed the FBU’s case 
to be heard in January 2017, but this 
could be subject to change.

An important committee of MPs has backed the FBU’s 
demand for fire and rescue services in England to have a 
statutory duty to tackle floods - providing the funding and 
workforce to end the appalling conditions faced by- firefighters . 
who tackle floods each winter. Lynne Wallis reports. - 








n the weeks before the havoc wrought by Storm 
Angus in November flooding had already hit the 
news. The House of Commons environment, food 
and rural affairs (EFRA) select committee, which 
scrutinises the work of the government department 
with the same name, called for substantial funding 
for fire and rescue services to tackle flooding. 

The MPs also backed the long awaited and much 
demanded measure of giving fire and rescue services 
a statutory duty to carry out flood rescue in England. 
This duty already exists in Scotland and Northern 
Ireland, with a statutory duty for Wales imminent. 

On 10 November the government announced it was 
putting the army on standby for winter flooding, while 
two Cumbria firefighters were interviewed on ITV’s 
This Morning , having made it to the Daily Mirror Pride 
of Britain awards shortlist for a lifesaving flood rescue 
they carried out from a sinking car last winter. 

Flooding is a devastating, ongoing seasonal 
nightmare for rural and other communities. There is 
urgent need for investment if the tide of human misery 
it causes, alongside the massive strain it puts on under- 
resourced fire and rescue services, is to be stemmed. 

Last winter, more than 60,000 homes in Cumbria 
and Lancashire were severely damaged by devastating 


deluges, with thousands of families evacuated from 
flood wrecked dwellings with no electricity. 

An estimated five million people in England alone 
are now at risk of flooding. There have already been 
flood related deaths in autumn, as we plunge into 
another potentially difficult, stormy wet winter. 

The Labour Party made a statutory duty for 
flooding a manifesto commitment ahead of the 2015 
election. The union has been calling for such a duty for 
more than nine years. 

PRIMARY RESPONDER 

The fire and rescue service was the primary emergency 
responder throughout the 2015-16 winter floods, 
providing 70% of the boats used and undertaking 
3,000 rescues, even though there is no statutory 
requirement for the service to make such provision. 

The fire and rescue service makes the largest contri- 
bution to the national flood response capability. A 
statutory duty would secure the necessary funding and 
workforce to ensure that rescue work is done properly. 
It would ensure an effective, adequate, reliable flood 
response to keep the public safe. 

The government has announced that 1,200 
members of the armed forces have been put on 24-hour 
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Flash flooding 


in Manchester 


standby to assist with flooding this winter, a move 
cautiously welcomed by the Chief Fire Officers 
Association but not by the FBU. 

General secretary Matt Wrack said: “They say 
they are making soldiers ‘available’, but we need 
to ask what this actually means. Is it that they are 
available when they are not in Afghanistan? 

“What are the guarantees that they will be there 
during flood rescues? We are concerned that troops 
have been deployed to floods without adequate 
training, resources or PPE. 

“It is wholly inappropriate for soldiers to be 
mobilised in this way, just so that the government can 
be seen to be ‘doing something’ about tackling the 
flood risk.” 

The EFRA committee MPs’ recommendations 
say that the government must consult on the methods 
and funding of the statutory duty by the end of this 
year (2016). 

The EFRA paper’s emergency response section 
states: “We are concerned that continued pressure 
on resources would jeopardise the fire and rescue 
service’s ability to deliver a high standard of service 
in future. 

“We recommend that the government places 
a statutory duty on the fire and rescue service 
in England and Wales to provide an emergency 
response to flood events.” The paper also notes that 
“many witnesses to flood rescues praised firefighters 
for their bravery and commitment”. 


APPALLING CONDITIONS 

Quite right too, given the appalling conditions many 
firefighters found themselves working in over the 
Christmas period last year. 

Dave Burn, brigade chair for Cumbria, recalls 
carrying out some challenging flood rescues with just 
two dry suits between 1 1 firefighters. 

He said: “I swam to work in a padded tunic 
and running pants one day because my fire kit had 
floated away. 

“We pitched our ladders into fast-flowing water 
to rescue people from their homes. I was crouched 
by one window holding a ladder for 20 minutes 
while colleagues rescued an elderly lady from a 
top window. 

“I was in the water for two hours because there 
were no fresh crews to take over, so we worked 
13-hour shifts solidly. 

“I was so cold afterwards someone had to hold 
my cup so I could drink my tea, as my hands were 
shaking so badly.” 

The fire station, meanwhile, was under eight feet 
of water. 

A statutory duty would not put an end to these 
conditions immediately but would strengthen our 
campaign to improve planning and resources for 
this modern challenge to our service. But nothing is 
likely to be put in place in time for this winter. 

So it looks, once more, as if firefighters will step 
in and do the job without the proper resources or 
equipment, with the result that safety and efficiency 
is compromised. 

And most firefighters in this climate would say: 
“So - what’s new?”

FIREFIGHTERS HISTORY APPEAL 


T he Fire Brigades Union will be 100 years old in 
2018. On a recent visit to the union’s archives, 
which are held at the Modern Records Centre 
at the University of Warwick, we found a first 
edition rule book which had belonged to Jim 
Bradley Jim was FBU general secretary from 
1922 to 1929 and he played a central role in 
founding the union. 

This first rule book records 
the union as being founded on 1 
October 1918. The legal registration 
required under the Trade Union 
Act was completed on 31 December 
1918. The Firemen’s Trade Union 
was born, and it kept that name 
until 1930 when it was renamed the 
Fire Brigades Union. 

Firefighters had attempted to form 
unions or join branches of other 
trade unions previously. But each 
attempt had faced firm opposition 
from both chief fire officers and 
the local authorities who were responsible for local 
fire brigades. The creation of a separate union for fire- 
fighters was not easy. 

The climate changed at the end of the First World 
War. A wave of radicalism among workers across 
much of the world was reflected in growing numbers 
joining trade unions and burgeoning militancy. 

Firefighters were not exempt from this, in Britain 
or around the world. There were already independent 
firefighter unions in Australia. In 1918, firefighters in 
North America formed the International Association 
of Firefighters (IAFF) - international because like 
many North American unions it organised in the 
USA and in Canada. Firefighter trade unionism was 
emerging worldwide. 

Looking back at early records, we can see that 
many of the issues that prompted firefighters to get 
organised in 1918 - duty systems, uniform, payments 
for detached duties - are still with us, albeit in 
different forms. 

Looking at key turning points in our history, we can 
see how the development of our union is inextricably 
linked to the development of the fire service itself and 
of the firefighting profession as a distinct and unique 
area of public service. 

The men and women who built our union faced 
huge challenges, facing victimisation or legal hurdles 
at various times. What kept the union going was 
the closeness of the workforce born out of shared 
experiences and shared risks. 


communities. But we also want to mark more generally 
the role of firefighters in society and the contribution 
they have made, and continue to make, to keeping 
society safe. 

Our centenary project needs to record the voices of 
those on the front line. It cannot simply be a record 
of conferences, meetings and general secretaries. Our 
union was built by firefighters and we want to ensure 
their voice is heard. 

Therefore we are making an 
appeal to current and retired fire- 
fighters to think about what you 
can contribute.

C hristmas, 1977. 

Paul McCartney 
and Wings were 
number one in the 
music charts with 
Mull of Kintyrz, 
the first Star 

Wars film debuted in UK 
cinemas and more than 28 
million people tuned in to 
enjoy the final Morecambe 
and Wise Christmas Special. 

For FBU members, 
however, the mood was 
sombre. Up and down 

the country, firefighters and control staff were on 
picket lines as the first national strike, which began 
in November, continued throughout the festive period. 

“Christmas was cancelled that year for many 
families,” recalls FBU executive council member 
Kevin Brown who at the time was a firefighter at 
Phillips Park fire station in Manchester. 

“It was only the generosity of the public who 
donated money that got us through.” 

That generosity came from 
various places. The controversial 
comic Bernard Manning laid 
on a Christmas Day meal at 
the Embassy comedy club in 
Manchester for firefighters and 
their families. And when dockers 
and factory workers left work 
on payday they would stuff fire 
helmets with money to be given to 
the firefighters. 

“There was a lot of goodwill 
towards us but there was still much 
hardship,” says Brown. “Four and 
five years later members were still 
paying off debts that they accumu- 
lated during the strike.” 

Still, the comradely spirit 
of FBU members remained 
undefeated. In the run-up to 
Christmas, as firefighters and their 
families were starting to feel the 
bite in their pocket, members of th( 

Hereford and Worcester brigade 
requested help from the Claimants 
Union. This was a community 
organisation that gave advice to

help people trying to access 
benefits and other forms of 


government support. 

However, when the adviser 
turned up to assist the brigade, 
the firefighters were shocked 
by his appearance. “His 
complexion was consumptive, 
he looked undernourished and 
desperate for a good meal,” 
wrote firefighter John Gordon. 
So they ended up having a 
whip round to pay for his 
fares, buy him a beer and give 
him £5 for his troubles. 

Although the advice was welcome, no one in the 
brigade got any benefits for their families. 

SECOND WORLD WAR 

Working on Christmas Day is no one’s idea of fun. 
Grafting during the festivities in the middle of a war? 
Even less so. During the Second World War, the Nazi 
Luftwaffe went on bombing raids over Manchester on 
four consecutive nights shortly before Christmas 1940.

The final night of 
bombing in Sale, Greater 
Manchester, saw 96 fire calls, 
says local historian and son 
of a Manchester firefighter 
Eric Midwinter. 

“A stick of 200 incendiary 
bombs fell at one period, then 
a couple of hours later another 
200 fell,” he says. 

“My father was helping to 
fight the fire in Sale Town Hall 
and he and another fireman got 
out just before the big town hall 
clock fell right into the council 
chamber where the blaze was.” 

For all their work, 

Manchester’s firefighters 
were offered just a single 
cold sausage for their 
Christmas dinner. 

But the famous wartime 
spirit was most definitely 
alive within the country’s 
firefighters. Merle Cartright 
recalls how, as a child during 
the Second World War, she 
and her friends were given 
Christmas presents made by 
members of the Auxiliary 
Fire Service. 

“Money and goods were in 
short supply back then, but even so they spent hours 
making needlework boxes for the girls,” she says. 
“The interior and hinged lid were padded and lined 
with a silky fabric and given a fancy edging. They 
were a reasonable size and my sister and I still have 
and use ours nearly 70 years later. It has been only 
in adulthood that we’ve appreciated the workman- 
ship and long hours that must have gone into making 
so many.” 

THE GOOD AND THE BAD CALLS 

There are moving accounts of the kind of call-outs 
firefighters get on Christmas Day itself. 

FBU president Alan McFean remembers turning 
up to one shout in Tyneside where the children of a 
couple did not even know it was Christmas Day and 
had no presents. One of his colleagues was so moved 
that he bought a fort playhouse for the children so 
they had at least one present to enjoy. 


More recently, in 2012 Paul Rich was named fire- 
fighter of the year after saving the lives of six children 
during a fire in Southall, west Fondon, on Christmas 
Day. But not all call-outs have such a happy ending. 

“Fatal call-outs are tragic any time of the year 
but they’re far more poignant at Christmas,” says 
Kevin Brown. 

“In one particularly bad year, there were 20 
fatalities over the Christmas period within Greater 
Manchester. I know a lot of firefighters hope to get 
through Christmas without a fatality. Sadly, we’re not 
always that lucky.”

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f hen, earlier this year, 
the FBU started to 
explore the possibility 
of starting its own 
lottery in the run up 
to its centenary in 
2018, there was much 
that could have deterred us. There 
are many “good causes” lotteries 
out there already competing for 
an increasingly slender wedge of 
peoples’ hard earned cash. 

Members will appreciate that their 
union is not easily deterred, and a 
good job too - at the current rate of 
ticket sales, the new Firefighters 100 
Lottery will be generating an income 
of around £130,000 each year for the 
five good causes it identified when it 
was established. 

5,000 TICKETS LATER 

With lottery experts Gatherwell as 
our partners, the union has now 
sold over 5,000 tickets, generating 
nearly 3,000 supporters. The lottery 
has been promoted heavily to 
members and beyond, using social 
media, newspapers and magazines, 
and of course our own website 
and Firefighter. 

We are enlisting celebrity support, 
most notably Sue Perkins of Great 
British Bake Off fame, who has 
agreed to make a short film for us 
in support of the Firefighters 100 
Lottery and its aims. 

The good causes include support 
for the families of seriously injured 
and bereaved firefighters, as well as 
the establishment and maintenance 
of memorials to those who died in 
the line of duty. 

The lottery will be focussed on the 
creation of memorials and remem- 
brance events in 2018, the FBU’s 
centenary year, and is discussing 
joint initiatives with the Firefighters 









Memorial Trust. 

Discussions about potential 
designs for commemorative plaques 
are continuing. 

People who will be supported 
by lottery funds include mothers 
like Susan Veevers, whose son 
Stephen Hunt died while on duty in 
Manchester in 2013. 

Fortunately for his family, 
Stephen was a union member 
which means that all of the consid- 
erable legal costs involved in 
holding the fire and rescue service 
to account were met by the union. 

Susan Veevers told us: “I was 
so pleased to hear that the FBU 
are launching their own lottery 
to support, among other good 
causes, the families of fallen and 
injured firefighters. 

“No one could imagine the hell 
our family went through after my 
son Stephen Hunt died while on 
duty in 2013 - people assume that 
families such as ours are looked 
after following such a tragedy, but 
it’s not always the case. 

“A special fund to support those 
unlucky enough to lose a loved one 
is much needed and very welcome.” 

SPECIALIST SUPPORT 

Funding could be made available 
for specialist medical support or 
equipment, alterations required at 
home due to a medical condition 
or to assist young people attending 
college or university where, due to 
the loss of a parent’s salary, they 
may be under threat of having 
to abandon their studies because 
money for fees or maintenance is no 
longer available. 

Help will also be given to victims 
of fire and other disasters, at home 
and abroad, where, for example, 
homes have been destroyed leaving 
people homeless. 

If The Fire Fighters Charity or 
other charities decide to provide 
any of the services covered under 
the Firefighters 100 Lottery’s 
good causes, funding can be 
made available. 

WELLBEING 

A good cause close to the lottery’s 
heart is funding for research 
into firefighters’ mental and 
physical wellbeing. 

It is widely known now that

THE GOOD CAOSES 

The Firefighters 100 Lottery Fund shall 
be administered appropriately by the Fire 
Brigades Union for the future benefit of 
all firefighters and their bereaved families 
in accordance with the following good 
cause criteria: 

Family support and welfare: to provide longer- 
term support to the families of firefighters 
killed or seriously injured in the line of duty, 
including financial support such as individual 
bursaries to help towards the costs of further 
education, or grants towards the provision of 
specialist medical equipment, or support for 
inquests or similar processes. 

Memorials and remembrance: to support, 
establish and maintain memorials and/ 
or memorial events in remembrance of 
firefighters killed in the line of duty. 

Protect, prevent and promote: to promote the 
lessons learnt from the deaths and serious 



firefighters and other emergency 
service workers suffer significantly 
poorer mental health than the rest 
of the population. 

If the mental and physical 
wellbeing of firefighters is to 
improve, hard evidence is the only 
way to achieve the recognition 
necessary to bring about change. 

Lottery funds will also be used 
to ensure that the lessons from 
tragedies such as the death of 
brother Stephen Hunt are not just 
learned but fully implemented. 

The first Firefighters 100 
Lottery winner was Mark Dixon, 
a firefighter stationed on green 
watch at Highgate fire station 
in Birmingham. Mark won the 
£920 jackpot just days before he 
turned 31. 

“I was so surprised,” he told 
Firefighter. “I found out just after 
returning to my station after a 
call out on Bonfire Night. 

“I signed up for the lottery 
to support a great cause, but to 
win the best part of a thousand 
pounds is just amazing. 

“I didn’t expect it at all. I 1 

don’t know exactly how I will be 
spending the money yet, but it was 
a nice surprise. . . everyone who can 
spare a pound a week should sign 
up to the lottery.” 


injuries of firefighters so as to better protect 
firefighters, the communities they serve and 
prevent deaths and injuries in the future. 

Research: to support research into the 
physical and mental health and wellbeing of 
firefighters; the “all hazards” nature of the 
modern fire and rescue service role; and 
the prevention, protection and intervention 
work firefighters undertake to save lives in 
our communities. 

Humanitarian assistance: to support 
humanitarian initiatives and appeals, including 
internationally, which are aimed at assisting 
those affected by fire or disaster and where 
there is a particular need for the support of 
skilled fire and rescue service intervention.

CHRONIC LACK OF 
ORGAN DONORS 


Each day, three people die while 
waiting for an NHS transplant. 
Choosing to be an organ donor 
could save one of those lives. 

Mark Serwotka could not have imagined 
how one stroll in the woods with his 
dog would change his life so profoundly. 
“The dog came back smelling of 
something foul, so I washed him down,” 
the general secretary of the Public and 
Commercial Services union told BBC 
News last month. 

“The next day my face and legs had 
swollen grotesquely like an extreme 
allergic reaction. A week later I got 
rushed to hospital with a heart rate of 
220 beats per minute.” 

The virus, contracted in 2010, caused 
Serwotka’s heart to inflate massively 
and, by the time the swelling subsided, 


his heart was irreparably damaged. It 
would eventually lead to heart failure 
and he was fitted with a ventricular assist 
device to pump blood around his body. 

He is now one of more than 6,000 
people in the UK waiting for an organ 
transplant. The shortage of organ 
donors means that, on average, three 
people die each day while waiting for an 
NHS transplant. 

Opt-in system 

The UK, with the exception of 
Wales, has an opt-in system of donor 
registration, so that a person has to 
actively sign up to the NHS database 
and give consent for their organs to 
be donated. 

Although half a million people die 
each year in the UK, only 1% of them 
do so in the very specific circumstances 
which allow organs to be donated 
- usually in a situation in which the 


donor is brain dead but other organs are 
undamaged. NHS Blood and Transplant, 
the organisation responsible for organ 
donation in the UK, says this narrow 
definition of when it is appropriate to 
receive a donated organ means when 
a family says no to donation, someone 
waiting for a transplant may miss out 
on their only opportunity to reclaim 
their lives. 

In cases where people die 
unexpectedly and their bodies are viable 
for transplant, 40% of families choose 
not to go forward with the procedure. 
This is despite most polls showing 
widespread support for organ donation. 

Sally Johnson, director of organ 
donation and transplantation at NHS 
Blood and Transplant says that if 
people are willing to receive an organ 
transplant, they should be prepared 
to donate. 

“We recognise that families are 
approached about organ donation at a 
difficult time, but with almost all of us 
prepared to take an organ if we need 
one, we need to be ready to donate too,” 
she says. 

“Think about what we would want 
others to do for us if we ever need a 
transplant, and be prepared to donate. 

“Talking to your relatives about what 
you want is crucial as it is much more 
difficult to agree to donation when you 
don’t know what the patient would 
have wanted. 

“There are around 6,500 people 
waiting for a transplant now and they 
need people to agree to donate for 
them to get the organ transplant they so 
desperately need.” 

1,000 additional transplants 

NHS Blood and Transplant estimates 
that if 80% of families approached to 
donate a relative’s organs said yes, more 
than 1,000 additional transplants would 
take place across the UK each year. 

That would go a long way to help 
people like Serwotka who are relying on 
a viable donor organ to become available 
so that they may live.

The government plans 
to help the privileged 
few at the expense of 
working people, says 

Doug Christie of 

Thompsons Solicitors 


Nearly a year after the 
policy was announced, the 
government has published 
its plans to restrict access 
to justice for people who 
are injured in accidents. 

The plans would 
increase from £1,000 
to £5,000 the “small 
claims limit” for 
personal injury cases. 

This means that 
anyone claiming less 
than £5,000 for an 
injury would have 
their claim allocated 
to the “small claims 
track” where legal 
representation is 
not allowed. 

The government 
wants to remove the 
right of injured people 
to use professional 
solicitors to help them 
secure fair compensation. 

This will leave the 
injured worse off while 
lining the pockets of 
insurance companies which 
will benefit from what is, in 
effect, a huge gift from the 
government. 


INDUSTRY LOBBYING 

The insurance industry 
has spent years lobbying 
its mates in government to 
change the legal system to 
make its life easier and its 
shareholders wealthier. 

It has tried to justify these 
changes by stirring up fears 
of a “compensation culture” 
and “whiplash fraud” which, 
it claims, is pushing up 
insurance premiums. 

Reality shows this to be 
nonsense. Helped by the 


government, over the past five 
years insurers have saved a 
staggering £7.8bn in claims 
costs while continuing to put 
up premiums at the expense 
of the average consumer. 

The total number of injury 
cases has dropped by 6% 
since 2013 and whiplash 
injuries have gone down by 
nearly 60%. The facts simply 
do not reflect the picture 
insurers are trying to paint. 
Insurers are choosing to see 
premiums go up while they 
rake it in.

Theresa May has said 
that her government would 
not work for the “privileged 
few” and that people who 
are “just about managing” 
would be the focus of 
government policy. 

It is hard to think of 
many people who fit the 
definition of “privileged 
few” more than these 
CEOs. It is hardworking 
people on low incomes 
who cannot afford not 
to drive a car to get to 
work in the morning and 
home to their families in 
the evening who bear the 
brunt of the rising cost 
of insurance. 


UNACCEPTABLE 

And it is the same people 
who are being told that 
their injury, worth “just” 
£5,000 is too small to 
justify the support of a 
solicitor. Let them tell 
a dinner lady, a street 
cleaner, or a firefighter 
working long hours 
every week that £5,000 is 
insignificant and see how 
they react. 

The audacity of those 
receiving eye-watering 
rewards is staggering. They 
lobby for changes to the small 
claims limit that will only 
mean more profit for them 
and leave people injured at 
work or on the roads out in 
the cold. 

It is simply unacceptable.

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DAY OFF: CLOSE UP MAGIC 



How does he do it? Helen Hague spoke to Derbyshire 
firefighter and magician Matthew Ramsell in a bid find out 


D erbyshire firefighter Matthew 

Ramsell seems to have a good few 
tricks up his sleeve - and more, 
perhaps, in his pocket. For, away 
from fighting fires, Matthew is a 
performing magician. And to succeed 
in the magic game, you must keep 
the audience entranced, enthralled - 
and guessing. 

For more than a year, Matthew 
has been a member of the magician’s 
premier league, the Magic Circle. He 
can’t say too much about it - but lets slip 
that wannabe members must perform 
in front of a panel and show that “they 
know a bit” about the history of magic. 
And, no, he hasn’t come across any 
former Hogwarts pupils since he joined. 

Matthew, who lives in Ilkeston, 
Derbyshire, joined the fire service as 
a wholetime firefighter at Long Eaton 
more than 10 years ago - around the 
time he became seriously interested in 
studying magic and performing tricks. 
Apart from a brief stint in Derby, he’s 
been at the station ever since. 

“I absolutely love the job, it’s one of 
the best in the world,” says the white 
watch member, who was once voted best 
wedding entertainer in the Midlands. 

PAUL DANIELS MAGIC KIT 

Money is a bit of a theme in Matthew’s 
tableside set. He can bend metal at close 
range - 2p pieces a speciality. And he 
can also turn five lottery tickets into a 
£50 note, plucked from his empty wallet 
in front of astonished onlookers. “That 
one always seems to go down really 
well,” says Matthew, who first got the 
taste for performing tricks after he was 
given a Paul Daniels magic kit as a child. 

Magic has undergone a major image 
rebrand in recent years, he reckons. 
Fewer stage acts include “box jumpers”, 
where people - often scantily clad 


women - jump unexpectedly out of what 
the audience has been led to believe is an 
empty box. 

Cheery uncles in top hats and white 
gloves are no doubt still doing card tricks 
at children’s parties, and maybe even 
pulling the odd rabbit out of a hat. But 
cooler, more street-wise performers are 
eclipsing this old-style magic. 

YouTube and the internet have played 
a major role in the modern day magic 
makeover. “Close-up magic has had a 
real resurgence,” says Matthew, citing 
the magician Dynamo who saunters 
up to people in the street and performs, 
close up, once he’s got their attention. 

He uploaded his encounters to 
YouTube, and it all went a bit viral. 
Dynamo had his own series on Dave 
TV, then the BBC. “Dynamo has revolu- 
tionised what people expect from magic 
in this country,” says Matthew, who 
confesses to being a bit of a fan. “He’s 



the British equivalent of America’s David 
Blaine.” Another cool magician, Richard 
Jones, won Britain’s Got Talent recently - 
further evidence that magic is on a roll. 

Matthew’s own act has been evolving 
over the years. He has full public liability 
insurance - fire included. And, yes, fire 
does appear in his act sometimes. The 
amount of fire he uses is “minimal” - no 
pyrotechnics, no fire-eating. 

OBJECTS FROM FIRE 

He’s been producing objects from fire 
for a good few years now but never at 
work, obviously. Now he’s producing “a 
large block of ice from fire”, riffing on 
opposing elements. Lollipops have also 
been known to feature. 

Matthew’s visual close-up magic takes 
“fire to the table” and produces looks of 
wonder and disbelief. 

There are loads of reactions, but 
wonder, amazement, and amusement, 
show the act is working. He wants 
his audience to have a good time, feel 
relaxed, have a laugh - and, of course, 
wonder how on earth he does it. 

But for 31 -year-old family man 
Matthew, the “most magic day of my 
life“ was when his daughter Isla was 
born, four years ago. And that wouldn’t 
have happened unless a fire station 
colleague had fixed him up with Liane 
in a blind date. Romance burgeoned and 
marriage soon followed. 

It comes as no surprise to learn 
that Matthew’s best man was a fellow 
magician, or that Isla can “do a basic 
cup and balls routine already”. It’s 
“the oldest trick in the world”, says 
Matthew, appearing on the Pyramids in 
ancient Egypt. 

Matthew is quick to point out that 
he’s not the only working firefighter who 
has the magic touch or to belong to the 
Magic Circle.

There are, he says, “a number of very 
good magicians in the fire service, a 
lot of talent out there”. There’s a lot of 
informal networking and “quite a few 
of us” attend what’s thought to be the 
biggest magic convention in the world, 
held every year at Blackpool’s Winter 
Gardens. The event attracts more than 
5,000 people each year. 

Even seasoned performers such as 
Matthew can’t always pin down how 
a magician pulls off a trick. “I have a 
rough idea most of the time, but I still 
love being fooled. It’s like being a kid 
again. Sometimes I haven’t got a clue 
how it’s done.” 

MAGIC IN THE INTERNET AGE 

In the internet age, a performer’s 
reputation is no longer down to word 
of mouth. Magic tricks and reaction 
shots uploaded on YouTube act as 
calling cards. 

If you want to see what Matthew’s up 
to, pump his name into Google or check 
out his Facebook site. 

And, next time someone fools you 
with the cup and balls routine, just 
remember that young Isla cracked it at 
three, performing it, not working out 
how it’s done. 

There’s no shame in being astonished. 
After all, it’s the magician’s job to keep 
you amazed, amused - and guessing. 
That’s the magic of it . . .
